proportions Saturday, and • yesterday 
thousands'.of, pieces of valentine matter 
we're sent' through' the office. Despite 
the fact that, the postofflce -department 
keeps the rules and regulations of mail- 
ing .matter, before. the public, many are 
of. tfie opinion that, they can save a few 
cents -jbys not putting on the required 
postage. Hundreds of . valentines have 
been held up at the poatofHce because 
of lack" of postage. This neglect on the 
.part of the sender makes a great deal 
of work for ,the clerks at -the office. 
/ Valentine's day, -which. falls on the 
14th 
;of February every, year, was cele- 


brated in England, Scotland and in dif- 
ferent parts of the continent by a very 
peculiar and amusing, custom. On the 
eye of St. Valentine, a number of young 
folk,— maids and ' bachelors; would as: 
semble together and. inscribevupon little 
billets the names of an eb.ua! ' number 
of- maids and bachelors of their 
ac- 


quaintance,' throw the same, into a re- 
ceptacle of some sort and then draw 
them, lottery- wise, care of -course being 
taktn that each would draw one of the 
opposite 'sex.'- 'The person thus drawn 
became one's valentine. Of course, 'be- 
sides having got a valentine for - one's 
self, one became by the universality if 
the/practice some other person's val- 
entine, but it is said'that the man stuck 
faster .to- the valentine that 'had fallen 
ib .him. than to her to .whom he had 
fallen. t

These imaginary engagements often 


became real, because one necessary 
consequence of them . was that for a 
whole year, a bachelor remained bound 
to tho service of. :his valentine, some- 
what after the fashion of the medieval 
knight of romance to his lady-love. 


At the present day, however, the fes- 


tival has ceased .to possess the graceful 
symbolic meaning it "used to have and 
has become a considerable nuisance.

U. S, supreme court convenes Feb. 21 
long list of decisions is anticipated by 
some of the legal profession who have

The lawyers believe that the cour

endeavored to dispose of many cases in 
order that it may be as free as possible 
to consider this spring the great ques- 
tions of the application of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to corporations and- the 
validity ot the corporation tax provi- 
sions of' the Payne tariff law. . 


Overshadowing all others, the suit of 
the government against the American 
Tobacco company and 
others is the 


most important case under advisement 
by the court. 


It was argued several weeks ago. On 


.• account of the Standard Oil ca.se. to be 
argued March 14, and involving .similar 
questions, it is believed that the decl- 
slcn nf the tobacco case will not be an- 
nounced until after the Standard Oil 
suit lias bten heard. 


/One of 
the 
most I mportant laws 


whose validity has been questioned in 
arguments before the court is the 
"hours, of service law for railroad em- 
ployes," passed by congress in 3907. 


The railroads have attacked the law 
as being .applicable to employes en- 
gaged In commerce within the state as 
well as in interstate commerce. 


It is claimed the law is open to the 
saine objection which wiped the em- 
ployers' liability law of 1006 off the 
statutes. A decision in this case may 
:be announced Feb. 21. 
" Another suit which has 
attracted 


much attention is that in which the 
government is. seeking to get possession 
TO property amounting to nearly '$400,- 
000, in the hands of Oberlin L,. Carter, 
an ex-captain in the engineering corps 
of the .army, who was sentenced to 
prison for his alleged connection with 
schemes to defraud the government out 
of'$2,000,000, intended for Ihu improve- 


ment of the harbor at Savannah, Ga. 
The court has tho case under advise- 
ment. 


A trio of cases under advisement in- 


volves the authority of the federal of- 
ficials to bring Theodore H. Price 
Frederick A. Peckham and Moses Haas 
from their homes In New York to the 
District 
of 
Columbia for trial 
on 
charges growing out of the "cotton leak 
scandal" in the department of agricul- 
ture In 1905. 


The validity of a large number of 
state laws are 
questioned in cases 


which the court has heard argued, but 
in which it has not announced its .de- 
cision.

SOON 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.— If the cal- 


culations of members of the senate and 
house committees on interstate .com- 
merce do not go amiss, the probabilities 
are very strong- that, the administration 
railroad measure will be under discus- 
sion in one or both' houses of congress, 
within the next' month. 
Committees of 


both houses practically have completed 
their general hearings, ' but the mem- 
bers of the interstate! commerce com- 
mission are still to be heard by both 
and Atty. General Wicliershain by the 
house committee. 


It is expected that the members of 


the commission will appear before the 
senate committee on Thursday or Fri- 
day of this week, and before the house 
committee on thr.s day following their 
hearing in the senate. Mr. Wickersham 
probably will make his representations 
to the house committee on next Friday 
or Saturday. 
Representative. Mann, 
chairman 
of 


Ihe house committee on interstate com- 
merce, said yesterday that he was ho'pe^ 
fill that the bill could be reported by. 
his committee by March 1, and it is 
understood that he feels equally,. confi- 
dent' it was to be taken up and favor* 
ably acted upon by the 
house soon 


afterwards. He does hot think that the 
committee will require a great deal ot 
tiine for the consideration of the meas- 
ure after the hearings are concluded. 
Other members of the committee 
ox- 


press similar 
confidence, but at (he 


same time they complain that the par- 
ings have not been especially illumin- 
ating. 


The railroads, with the exception of 


the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, as 
they express it, have showii a. disposi- 
tion to. "lie down" and let the bill go 
through without contesting it, and they 
assert that as a rule many of the wit- 
nesses have been actuated by personal 
Interests in their representatives. Nev- 
ertheless, there Is a quite general dis- 
position to yield to the importunities of 
the administration and to 
allow 
the 


measure to go to final passage. 


The bill will bo amended In ninny re- 


spects by the house committee, but it is 
already well understood that 
it 
will 


cover tile essential features of the pres- 
ident's measure.

NEW YORK, Feb; 14.—Sugar fraud 


Intricacies bid fair to claim the close 
attention of the federal - district attor- 
ney's forces here 'during the greater 
portion of this week. Today may wit- 
ness'the untying of. one knot; in the 
tangle—the claim of Secretary Charles 
,T£. 'Heike .ot the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co. that he. Is.entitled to im- 
munity from prosecution on sugar un- 
der weighing conspiracy charges be- 
cause he gave material, testimony be- 
fore the grand jury. After the Heiko 
matter is disposed of, .Federal Prosecu- 
tor Wise will take another important 
phase of the sugar investigations. The 
inquiry is to be directed .at drawbacks 
which sugar refining companies have 


received on. sugar imports when the 
refined product-has afterwards 
been 


exported. The. inquiry will be to deter- 
mine whether, these drawbacks were al- 
ways collected on bona fide exports 
of sugar made from imported raw ma- 
terial. If the contrary proves. to be 
the case the federal authorities 
say 


there may-be further collections from 
the sugar companies by the govern- 
ment possibly to the extent of 51,000,- 
000.

CURE FOR CANCER 


Announced by Harvey R. Oaylord 


of New York 


ALBANY, Feb. 14.—A strong hope of 


curing cancer or greatly ameliorating 
tho condition of cancer 
patients 
by 


means of inoculation is held out in the 
report of Harvey R. Gaylord, director 
of the cancer laboratory of the 
state 


department ot health al Buffalo, to be 
submitted to the legislature tomorrow. 
This hope is based on extended experi- 
mentation during the past year in the 
inoculation or vaccination of 
various 
animals, mainly rats, with the cancer 
virus. 


"It. appears," says the. report,' "that 


where the resistance of the animal Is 
not sufficiently awakened by one 
in- 


oculation of the tumor, this resistance 
can bo heightened by repeated 
doses 


and, in a considerable proportion 
ot 


cases, immunity-can bo raised to a 
point which will bring about a cure. 


"It is needless to point out that this 


process of repeated vaccination, which 
has cured in the proportion of. 25 to 
40 in rats, might well be applied to 
those, cases of late cancer in human 
beings in which surgery has nothing 
to offer and the outlook is hopeless. 


"Such experiments can, of 
course, 


be undertaken where patients are un- 
der the direct eye. and control of the 
experimenter. If suitable qaurters for 
patients could be found there is no 
doubt that here are many who would 
avail themselves of the opportunity to 
try this treatment." 


It was found in treating animals that 


where only one inoculation was made 
the animal usually died, whereas when 
a number of 
successful

were made the, resulting tumors wcro 
smaller, nnd after reaching a certain 
size spontaneous recovery would set in.

Over Suffrage Bill 


BERLIN, Feb. 14.—Demonstrations 


by the socialists throughout the KinK- 
dom after mass meetings held yester- ! 
day to protest against the 
suffrage 


bill resulted In serious aftrays between 


demonbtratots and the police at 


many places. 


In Berlin several policemen were se- 


verely wounded hi" atones thrown 
by 


rioters and scores at socialist support- 
ers rscelved serious injuries from the 
sabres of the police. 


Reports front places ciutsi'de give a 


number of casualties. 
The worst af- 


fair of the kind occurred nt Nuenuen- 
ster,~ In Holster., v.'here a wprklngman 
was 
mortally 
wounded 
by a knife 


through the luners, another's hand was 
cut off and a third lost an ear. 
, At Halle, after tho close of the meet- 
ings about 2000 socialists attacked the 
police, who drew their sabres 
und 


wounded many. At Koenlpsbfrg, where 
be socialists returned In a body from 
the suburban meetings, the police, in 
attempting to divert the crowds into 
.he side streets, u»ed their side arms. 
They also made a number of arrests. 


At Dulsbursr, on the Rhine, the so- 


cialists in a series of street demon- 
strations after the meeting's came Into 
olllslon with tho police. 
The latter 


used their sabres and several of the 
manifestants were cut and bruised. At. 
Cologne huge crowds

Cathedral square, intending to march 
n order to the meeting plates in the 
suburbs, but strong; cordons of police 
held ths chief thoroughfares and forced 
the crowds to take the side streets.

RUE as .truth itself is the an.- 


cient adage, "It's an ill wind

city of Galveston on the 8th of Sep- 
tember, 1900, "was directly responsible 
for a reformative movement in munic- 
ipal government that has revolution- 
ized the executive administrations .of 
nearly seventy-five .American cities. 
It is sweeping .over the United States 
with something of the force and swift- 
ness of that West India hurricane 


-which . leveled. Galveston. to • the sands, 
destroyed. 8,000 to 10,000 lives and 
more' than 4,000 houses1 In that city 
alone and wrought -an. incalculable 
loss of life and property on the main- 
land, of Texas.

known now .as the Des Moines plan. 
The very.latest news from the reform 
storm is that it is about to be "put 
off at Buffalo."

'which, if passed, will permit Buffalo, 
the population of which was estimated 


at 415,532 on New Tear's day, to vote 
pn the 'adoption of the' commission 
form of government 
This bill in- 


corporates the, vital features of the 
Des. Moines plan and adds distinct 
and almost startling ideas. 


The present writer arrived in Gal- 


veston on the flrst relief "train from 
Houston after the hurricane of 1900. 
Ilo'spent a-week in the stricken city, 
almost overwhelmed with the horror 
of the fiisaster. Yet nov- he enjovs 
the privilege of pointing out-just how 
.that most stupendous of American ca- 
tastrophes has worked, it appears, for 
the good of-. American home govern- 
ment. • It is difficult to refrain • from 
quoting Cowper right here: 


God moves In a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform; 


Ho plants -his .footsteps on the soa 


And rides upon the storm. 


Prior- to the storm'• Galveston was 


governed conventionally. There .was 
a 'mayor, with fourteen aldermen elect- 
ed from seven wards. 
City officials, 


such as treasurer, auditor, police judge 
and prosecutor, were elected by popu- 
lar vote. The aldermaiiic government 
had 'plunged the city into a. debt ag- 
gregating 52,000,000, with the munic- 
ipal borrowing power, practically ex- 
hausted. 
Graft was considered there, 


as in many other cities, "a. convention- 
al crime." to be laughed at and looked 
over. Then came the calamity which 
decimated the population about- one- 
fourth by sudden death and another 
fourth by night.
